Governor: 

I am fully responsible for the meeting taking place yesterday in your conference room. I was not aware of 
James Stanford's role in the meeting or the project. It was never brought up in any previous 
conversations I had with the project's local proponents. The list of attendess I was given appears betow» 
and he is cleariy not on it. At least one other gentleman who attended was not on the list, either-Terry 
Otness. I will get a full list of actual attendees and compare it to what was provided to me. The 
background on how it got to the point it was yesterday fs a somewhat long story that 1 will try to 
summarize here. 

When you came into office, one of the first things I was tasked with was attending a meeting in Ketonikan 
on the AK-BC intertie feasibility study that got underway during the Murkowski administration. There is a 
backstory on the funding history for the study that does involve Thom Fishcer, but I will leave It fbr further 
explanatfon at this point. The study (and project) has considerable support from the Southeast 
Conference, and at the time I know I did not appreciate the differences between the AK-BC intertie project 
and the Swan-Tyee intertie project that was ultimately Included in your March budget request to the 
Legisfature. The results of that study have been in Ron Miller's office since mid-May awaiting his 
approval to make it final and post on the AK Energy Authority's website. 

Shortly after session ended, John Bitney took a meeting with Don Kubley and Bob Loescher to go over 
the project. At the time, he told me that he didn't expect much and that it was likely to be another one of 
Kubley's pie-in-the-sky projects. However, he came away from the meeting intrigued because of the 
involvement and interest of American Insurance Group (AIG)-one of the nation's largest insurance 
companies that has tremendous investment capacity for large projects. 

After Bitney's departure in July, Don contacted me and asked that he be able to come give me the same 
briefing on the project. I accepted the request and met with he and Bob Loescher, the former CEO of 
Sealaska. At that time, he was really pressing hard for your support-public support-that he could take 
with him to DC. I declined to take it up with Tibbles or anyone else because it was too soon. I also 
expressed dissatisfaction with the notion that the Palin Administration would support an effort that 
involved Thom Fischer. 

Upon Kubley's retum from DC, he requested another meeting to de-brief on how the meetings with Sen. 
Murkowski and Rep. Young went. I accepted and he brought with him two representatives from Kake 
Tribal-the president, Harold Martin and the presldent of their power group Matt Bell. They explained that 
Kake was buying out Tollhouse Energy (Fischer's group). This was due to the displeasure I had 
expressed, the displeasure Sen. Murkowski expressed, and AlG's insistence. At that meeting, I told him 
that a project to deliver cheap, clean power to California (or anywhere outside Alaska) whfle 
villages/communities in the same region are paying 40 to 60 cents per kilowatt hour was unlikely to get 
your support-that there had to be a way to address the local needs or it would have a hard time getting 
off the ground. 

With that, they assured me there was a plan to provide local power supplies. They also indicated that 
representatives of all the companies involved were comlng up to Alaska for a round of meetings, site 
visits, and requested a meeting and briefing with you. Tibbles thought it was premature and suggested 
that we have them meet instead with folks who could groundtruth the presentation. For that reason, I 
asked that Commissioner Hartig attend since he is the lead on your climate change subcabinet (he also 
has some familiarity with large projects due to his previous background). I also asked that Ron Miller and 
Sara Goad from AIDEA/AEA attend to scrutinize the project finances. Finally, I invited Commissioner 
Nottie and his special assistant, Joe Austerman, to attend since there is supposed to be a local 
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component for the communities. 

The night befbre the meeting, Ron Miller called to ask how seriously he should take the presentatton. I explained 
what I knew about the project, the presentation, and the players-namely, that AlG's involvement in particular had 
me interested. He then indicated that the connection with AIG could be attributable to Jim Clark-that his firm 
represents them In Alaska. That was the first I had heard of any connection with Clark. 

The reason I allowed them to use your conference room is that I fully intended to attend the presentation when we 
scheduled It. As it turns out, the AGIA and PPT meetings were scheduled with you and there was a conflict on my 
schedule. I was able to move in and out of both meetings as a result. 

Again, I take full responsiblity for the meeting taking place, the commissioners being involved, and for the use of 
your conference room. I had no idea that James Stanford was attending or involved-let alone that he has any 
relationship to your family. I apologize for whatever stress I created for you on thls.

This is a fbllow-up to our discussion August 9* regarding outreach to rural communities and businesses. 
I've met with staff several times to discuss ideas and options. We're working on two tracks - one to educate 
businesses in rural communities on how to be successful in doing business with the state and winning state 
contracts, and one to reach out to qualified political subdivisions to educate them on the contracts we have 
available that can save their communities' money and administrative costs. 
Here's what we have done or planned so far: 

• Staff are compiling lists of potential users and groups specific to each contract we have (DGS established 
and WSCA/NASPO/MMCAP) 

• Staff are investigating organizations and associations those users may belong to (AM L, Association of Flre 
Chiefe, etc.) and what options there are to market to them (attending annual meetings, newsletters, mailing 
or email lists) 

• Meeting with DCED Community Advocacy Director Tara Jollie set for 8/23 to get her ideas on the best 
ways to reach and communicate with potential contract users and business owners, and what DCED can 
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do to assist us 

• "Quasi" state agencies (AK Railroad, ASMI, AHFC, UofA, etc.) will be contacted to see if there is an 
opportunity to offer contracts they have ©stablished to rural governments 

• Update our *How to do Business with the State" booklet to make s u re it's appropriate for the rural audience 

• Work has begun on scripts for two short instructional video presentations (one for poli-subs, one for 
businesses) to be placed on websites and/or put on CDs for distribution 

• Modifications to the DGS "Buying the Good StufT* tratning session are being made with the rural political 
subdivisions in mind 

• We are also exploring what GSA and other states are doing in this area for ideas that might be appropriate 
in Alaska 

• l've instructed staff that our Standard practice should be to sign up for all available WSCA and NASPO 
contracts instead of on ly signing for those that a State agency has voiced an interest in 

Another, longer term idea we're pursuing is the fbrmation of an in-state buyer's group or cooperative. We believe 
that the efforts mentioned above will help us develop a good list of candidates to include in such a cooperative.
